SR3 .4m for Saudia campaign 


JEDDAH, Sept. 22 — Saudi Arabian Air- 
lines executives have set aside SR3 .4 million 
for the 1 98 1 advertising budget to be distri- 
buted in campaigns in Europe, the United 
States, and Asia and the Middle East.

Petromin

JEDDAH, Sept. 22 — British Petroleum 
has signed a one million tonne gas contract 
with Petromin which was delayed during the 
summer months of coolness between Saudi 
Arabia and Britain. . 

The standard five-year contract signed last 
Wednesday is for 200.000 tonnes of liquefied 
petroleum gas (LPG) a year, according to BP 
sources in Jeddah. It is the first direct hyd- 
rocarbons deal between the Kingdom and the 
British energy multinational. 

BP, however. like Mobil and other com- 
panies, has an agreement to refine Petromin 
crude oil in Europe, it also has a separate 
arrangement with the Jeddah refinery to pro- 
duce BP engine oils locally with Petromin 
base oils. 

Petromin has awarded some 40 five-year 
LPG contracts of varying sizes over the year 
while a new Aramco scheme begins to gather 
formerly flared gas associated with oil pro- 
duction. The Methane and ethane gas com- 
ponents will be used for the Kingdom's 
downstream petrochemical industry. The 
remaining propane and butane gases are sold 
as LPG at a price — around $300 a tonne — 
fixed monthly by Petromin. 

For BP. according to industry sources, the 
new contract's actual gas is less significant 
than the further development of relations 
with Petromin — state-nin agency respons- 
ible for direct sales of the Kingdom' s rela- 
tively cheap and abundant oil. 

For Britain, tbe new contract, is further 
proof of the complete normalization of 
Anglo-Saudi Arabian relations marred until 
recently by theTV film Death of a Princess. 


Oil market unaffected by clashes 


LONDON. Sept. 22 (R) — The fighting 
between OP EC countries Iraq and Iran failed 
to cause any immediate rise in the free mar- 
ket price of oil Monday because of the 
worldwide glut in supplies. 

A Rotterdam trader said, "the market is 
still well supplied." Only a small volume of 
crude trades on the free spot market but this 
acts as a barometer. Spot prices soared when 
oil was in short supply during 1979. 

Western oil industry executives said the 
lran-lraq fighting did not threaten any 
immediate oil shortage and worldwide 
because slocks are at record level — onshore 
tank and idling supertankers at present hold 
enough oil to Iasi the non- Communist world 
about 1 00 days. 

But thev said that if the conflict spreads 
down the Gulf and Ihe supplies from Iraq and 
Iran discontinues for a long time the picture 
could be expected to change and result in 
panic-buying. 

The 1979 oil shortage, following a post- 
revolution slump in Iranian output, was 
quicklv made up by increased supplies from 
Saudi Arabia and Iraq. But buying for stocks 
on fears of other interruptions to Middle East 
supply helped drive up cal prices nearly 1 5U 


per cent in 19 months. 

That buying and a fall in demand for oil. 
brought about by recession, account for the 
huge stocks on which consumers could now 
draw if the latest Gulf flare-up does interrupt 
supply. "But you have to consider the 
psychology of the market. If the fighting per- 
sisted or spread you could see more pur- 
chases and spot prices surging ahead quite 
fast," said Richard. Savile, oil analyst with 
London brokers Phillips and Drew. 

Iran and Iraq together export about four 
million barrels of oil per day and account for 
20 per cent of total production by the Organ- 
ization of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 

Oil industry sources said that any prospect 
that this volume would be lost to the market 


for any length of time would probably drive 
up demand for other OPEC oil. That could 
well test OPECs resolve to stick to a freeze 
on official price which the oil exporters 
. agreed at a Vienna conference last week. 

Gulf diplomats noted the naval clashes 
reported by Iran and Iraq and said it was 
possible the Iraqis would blockade Iranian oil 
ports at Abadan and Kharg island. Iranian 
exports are under one million barrels per day 
(BPD) and one Western oil company execu- 
tive described them as marginal. 

But if naval action halted Iraqi seaborne 
exports too, three million barrels per day 
would be lost. Iraq can pump oil through 
pipelines to the Mediterranean but these can 
accommodate less than one-third of its out- 
put.

ANKARA. Sept. 22, (R) — Turkey stall- 
ing military counciJ and the civilian govern- 
ment that was appointed Sunday began 
cooperating Monday on tackling the daunt- 
ing economic and internal security problems 
of the country. 

Prime Minister Bulent Uiusu named a 
2b- member cabinet to administer the country 
until the military commanders believe it is 
safe to return to democratic elections and 
rule by politicians. 

They seized power on Sept- 1 2 when viol- 
ence between left and right-wing factions was 
killing an average of 1 6 people a day. 

The national security council has already 
made it clear it will pursue a similar foreign 
policy' to that of the previous government — 
based bn military ties with NATO and 
economic relations predominantly with the 

West. ...... 

The new cabinet, comprised mainly of 
bureaucrats, diplomats and retired officers, is 
thought certain to follow that lead. 

The appointment of Turgut Ozal as deputy 
prime minister confirmed the economic 
policies would be maintained. Ozal is the man 
behind a package of austerity measures 
adopted in January and who negotiated 
unprecedented loans and debt rescheduling 
with Western governments and international 

organizations this year. . 

None of the ministers has been involved in 
the political squabbling which hamstrung 
previous governments and prompted the 
military takeover. 

On the weekend, the National Security 
Council announced it was adopting tougher 


powers under martial law to stamp out fac- 
tional violence, which has died down since 
the coup. 

The measures included giving regional 
commanders authority to monitor mail, cen- 
sor and close publications, dismiss or transfer 
public employees and ban public meetings.

Iraq attacks 10 bases; 

Iran strikes back at 2 


LONDON. Sept. 22 (Agencies) — Iranian 
planes struck hack at Iraqi targets Monday, 
with ‘successful attacks" on two air bases. 
President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr announced 
on Tehran radio. Speaking a few hours after 
Iraqi aircraft had raided It) Iranian air bases, 
he said Inin had lost two aircraft in the attack 
on Tehran’s Mehrahad Airport. A third air- 
craft had been lost in action. 

A total blackout has been imposed in Iran 
and Tehran radio announced that if it were 
not observ ed, electricity authorities would be 
empowered to cut off the power throughout 
the region involved. 

The Iraqi Army High Command conceded 
the loss of two Soviet-made jei fighters in the 
mid-day air strikes as Iran declared it was on 
a war fooling and a top Iranian military offi- 
cial declared on Tehran radio monitored in 
Beirut that Iran would “teach Saddam Hus- 
sein a lesson." 

The Iranian radio reported the Iraqi air 
strikes, appealed for calm and warned the 
people to stay away from military zones. 
“ The Iranian army is at the moment engaged 
in an air. ground and sea war. Any progress 
will be announced to the nation." the Farsi- 
language Tehran broadcast said. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hussein and the 
ruling Revolutionary Command Council ear- 
lier accused Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini" s 
government of “escalating the armed conflict 
into a full-scale war" and ordered Iraqi 
armed forces to strike back. Baghdad Radio 
said. 

In a statement broadcast over Iraq's state 
radio and television stations, the RCC said 
the Iraqi army, navy and air force were 
ordered to "deal deterrent blows against 
Khomeims military installations." 

The statement said the Iraqi decision was a 
retaliation for Iranian naval and air raids dur- 
ing the past two days and again on Monday 
when Iraqi and foreign ships cruising into or 
out of the disputed Shau al Arab waterway. 

The two countries were reported to have 
dosed their airspace to civil aviation. A group 
of Iraq- bound Western correspondents were 
told at Beirut Airport that Baghdad Interna- 
tional Airpon has been closed. 

The first communique the Iraqi Army 
Command issued after the RRC declaration 
said ground-to-ground missile barrages front 
Iraqi positions scored direct hits at Iran's 
main military supply bases as the air attacks 
were underway. 

The communique said the air raids caused 
heavy damage to Mehrabavfs air base at 
Tehran International Airpon as well as Ira- 
nian air fields and bases in Hamadan. Ahvaz, 
Esfahan and Shiraz in western and south- 
western Iran. 

The communique said one Iraqi bomber 
crashed in Iranian territory after a mechani- 
cal default. Its two pilots bailed out on Ira- 
nian territory and the Iraqi command held 
the Iranian government responsible for their 
safety. 

The statement made no mention of an Iraqi 
air raid on Tehran's Mehrabad airport that 
was reported by eyewitnesses from the Ira- 
nian capital. 

Iraq's two Arabic language radio stations 
tied in with a Kurdish language broadcastand 
the state television in Baghdad to broadcast 
the statement that was preceded by 30 
minutes of martial music and patriotic songs. 

After the statement was read out. all Iraqi 
radios cancelled their regular programs to 
broadcast newscasts led by the RCC state- 
ment and patriotic songs praising the army 
President Hussein and the ruling socialist 
baaih party. 

- A statement signed by President Saddam 
Hussein in the name of Iraq's ruling 
Revolutionary Command Council said the 
attacks had been ordered because Iran had 
brought about a situation of total war by gen- 
eral mobilization 3nd by canying out aggres- 
sive miliary operations over the past three 
days. 

An Iraqi military spokesman accused the 
Iranians of attacking four foreign ships in the 
Shatr al-Arab. the main focus of the earlier 
dashes. Last week President Hussein 
denounced an agreement he signed with the 
late Shah in 1975 under which Iraq agreed 
that the international frontier should run 
down the median line of the waterway instead 
of along the Iranian east bank. 

In Tehran Hojatoleslam Muhammad Ali 
Khamei, the religious leader responsible for 
liaison with the army, said in a broadcast: 
‘'1116 Iranian Army will not tolerate aggres- 
sion launched by these puppet Baathists and 
shall give a bitter lesson to Saddam." 

A joint staff communique broadcast by 
Tctiran radio said the Iranian Navy had sunk 
four Iraqi missile boats 15km from the Gulf 
port of Bushehr while Iranian artillery had 
inflicted heavy casualties and damage on 
targets along the border. 

The communique said a number of Iraqi 
aircraft had been shot down. 

An Iraqi military spokesman said Sunday 
nig&t that Iraqi forces hud sank eight Iranian 
gunlboats in the previous 24 hours.

RIYADH. Sept. 22 (SPA) — A number of 
’international car producers have given assur- 
ances to Saudi Arabia that they will comply 
with Saudi specifications in their production 
as of the end of 1 980, the Saudi Standardiza- 
tion Organization said Sunday. 

The specifications indude flexible steering 
wheels that would bend in case of aoddent 
rather than pierce the driver's chest, three- 
strap security belts; mirrors on both sides of 
the car and adequate head rests. 

A spokesman for the organization said the

JEDDAH, Sept, 22— A 13-member trade 
mission from Kent and Sussex Exporters 
Club will arrive here Friday. The delegation's 
visit was agreed upon by the British Overseas 
Trade Board and the Kingdom' s Ministry of 
Commerce, according to British Commercial 
Mission official here. 

Derrick Seif said Monday that mutual 
agreement was given after making sure that 
the companies represented are suitable for 
trade in Saudi Arabia. 

The wide span of industrial technology and 
consumer production to be promoted, and 
believed to have market in Saudi Arabia, 
includes anti-measuring systems, electronic 
trainers, ozone generators, pressure indi- 
cators, fu me detectors, concrete construction 
components, fluorescent safety garments, 
high quality upholstery, a modern furniture 
serve, and table lamps. 

Other items indude baby and children's 
wear, educational and test instruments, wip- 
ing doths. industrial non woven cloths, safety 
garments, accessories, leather, industrial 
lighting equipment, mining equipment, elec- 
trical generating sets, and equipment for 
water supply and sterlization. metering of 
liquids and solids and navigational aids. The 
collection indudes travel sweets and sugar 
free confectionery. 

The mission will be in Jeddah Sept. 26 to 
Oct. 1. It will proceed to Riyadh Oct. 1 
through 6. and will be in Dhahran Oct. 6 to 
10 . 

Although, this is the dub's first mission to 
Saudi Arabia, several members of the mis- 
sion had come here before independently. 
Many have already established firm trading 
links, whDe others will be breaking new 
ground. All seek further business by launch- 
ing new products or introducing improve- 
ments to th? framework of distribution. Most 


mission members are combining their stay hi 
Saudi Arabia with subsequent visits to 
Kuwait, Qatar. Oman and other Gulf states. 

The Kent and Sussex Exporters Qub, 
formed in 1 966, is based in Tunbridge Wells, 
Kent. Its membership is drawn from ISO 
companies located mainly in western Kent 
and north east Sussex. Members range from 
large international companies to small inde- 
pendent concerns. They indude engineering, 
chemical and science-based manufacturers 
and the furniture trade. 

The secretary of the mission, who will act 
as leader and spokesman, is S.V. Robbens, 
managaing director of the Kent travel 
agency, Sevenoaks Travel. He has 20 years' 
experience in the travel industry and is a fre- 
quent visitor to the Middle East. 

SR487m allocated 
for expropriated land 

DAMMAM. Sept. 22 (SPA) — The Minis- 
try of Municipal and Rural Affairs allocated 
SR487 million to compensate expropriated 
properties in Qatif and Hasa regions this 
year officials reported Monday. 

Land expropriated for public works in 
Hofuf and Mubraz were funded with SR200 
million while SR200 million was deposited 
for expropriations in the Qalaa area, Qatif. In 
Hasa. properties expropriated for expanding 
streets or opening new ones, developing 
parking lots and demolishing buildings merg- 
ing into streets, has been allocated SR87 mil- 
lion. The total area expropriated in Hasa 
reached 130,000 square meters. 

Meanwhile, the municipalities erf Taroot, 
Syhat and Ank are carrying out several con- 
struction projects involving building, asphalt- 
ing, paving and illuminating streets.

The secretary general said America was 
now too busy with the elections to pay dose 
attention to the Middle East and Israel is 
taking the opportunity to strike at Palesti- 
nians in Lebanon. 

Kleibi said ‘Arab and non- Arab sources' 
had informed him of an impending Israeli 
attack. 

Israeli Prime Minister Menahera Begin 
may believe U.S. President Jimmy Carter “is 

too engrossed in his election campaign and 
cannot deal sternly with Israel for fear of 
losing some Jewish votes” . he said, according 
to the magazine. 

"In view of this. Begin may believe he has a 
good chance to undertake all kinds of violent 
and aggressive actions to gain more things 
with which to bargain with the Arabs in the 
future. ‘ 'Monday Morning ’ ‘quoted him as 
saying.

2 Moroccans condemned to death 


CASABLANCA. SepL 22 (AFP) — A 
Moroccan court has condemned two men to 
death for the 1975 murder of opposition 
leader Omar Bcngelloun. whose family and 
party say that die crime was political and that 
two of those responsible were not tried. 
Bengelloun was director of the Al -Moharir 
newspaper, organ of the opposition party, the 
socialist Union of People's Forces. 

The paper, reporting the death sentences 
Sunday, said that nine other people were sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment in the case and 
two were acquitted. Judgment was handed 
down Thursday night by the appeal court in 
Casablanca. The condemned men. Saad 
Ahmed, a shoemaker, and Khazzaz Mus- 
tapha. unemployed, were found by the court 
to have stabbed Bengelloun to death outside 
his house Dec. IS. 1974. 

He had been condemned to death in 1964 
on grounds of harming state security, but was

MECC calls

Sept. 22 (R) — The Middle 
East Council of Churches ( MECC) has called 
for joint action to establish Arab rights in 
Jerusalem and safeguard religious freedom in 
the Holy City. 

The call was contained in a statement 
issued Sunday here at the end of a special 
two-day meeting chaired by Greek Orthodox 
Patriarch Agnatius IV of Antioch and the 
whole Orient. 

The statement said MECC would seek 
support from world Christian bodies, the 
Vatican and the World Council of Churches 
(WCC). MECC also decided to approach 
Muslim world organizations and Jewish 
bodies "supporting Arab rights” for coopera- 
tion in preventing Israel using Jerusalem as 
its capital and solving the Holy City' s prob- 
lem “as part of a just settlement for the Pales- 
tine case.” 

It sent a cable to United Nations 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim which cal- 
led for pressure on Israel to reverse its deri- 
sion to annex Arab east Jerusalem and to 
accepL a just settlement ensuring a durable 
peace in the Middle East.

ABU DHABI. Sept. 22 (AFP) — Djibouti 
Premier Barakat Ha made u left here at the 
end of a three-day visit to the United Arab 
Emirates, an authoritative source said here.

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IRAQ-IRAN WAR 


hj Only a few weeks ago, observers were wondering whether Iraq 
and Iran would soon be fighting a border, war. Today, with this 
question answered, another one arises: Will such a war remain a 
limited one, or will it grow into an all-out conflict? 

«; Much of the answer will depend on Iraq 1 s war aims. If these were 
confined to the so far stated ones of restoring that country’s 
sovereignty on Shatt al Arab, the river marking the southern border 
between the two countries, together with minor adjustments in other 
border areas, then there is chance that the war will not spread. 

. But if Iraq was to raise the ante by attempting to seize Arabistan 
(Khuzestan), then the fighting will spread, and there will be a danger 
o£ other parties becoming involved: For an all-out Iraqi-Iranian 
conflict would endanger shipping in 'the Gulf area as a whole, with all 
th£t this implies to the world's oil supplies. 

“ The history of the Iraqi-Iranian conflict goes back a long way to 
thfc time of the original demarcation of the borders between them, 
when Iraq was given sovereignty over the eastern bank of Shatt al 
Arab. Iran had never ceased to challenge this arrangement, arguing 
that the international practice in such cases, where a river marked the 
border between countries, is to have the actual border line in mids- 
tream. 

Iran finally got its way when, in exchange for cutting aid to the 
Kurdish rebels in Iraq, it obtained its share of sovereignty on the 
waterway. But now, with Iran apparently once more the weaker 
party, Iraqi President Saddam Hussein saw fit to revoke the agree- 
ment. The Iraqi leadership must have considered Iran's present 
economic and military near collapse, as well as its international 
isolation, an opportunity which could not be missed. 

• ; But beyond the border issue there is the far graver one of the 
province of Arabistan, called Khuzestan by the Iranians, from which 
nbst of Iran' s oil is produced. Iraq, though it had not previously laid 
official claims to it, has also never conceded its belonging to Iran. For 
ttye Iranians to lose the province would be economically catastrophic. 
And the big powers must be watching Iraq's moves in this direction 
great concern. The disruptions in the area an Iraqi takeover 
Would cause, and the huge potential it places in Iraq's hands, make 
sifch an eventuality a matter of extreme worry.

SALISBURY — 

While Robert Mugabe was being feted in the ’ 
United States last month, an elderly tribesman was 
expressing bewilderment at the fact that no less 
than 26 people had traveled with the Zimbabwean 
prime minister at government expense. Rapping 
the iron-hard earth with his w alking stick for 
emphasis, he complained: “They’re always flying 
off to somewhere or the other. They don’t come to 
see us any more.” 

Four months after Zimbabwe gained its indepen- 
dence, a mood of deep cynicism appears to have 
settled on rural areas among tribes people who bore 
the brunt of the seven years of war and the past two 
years of drought, and whose help was vital to the 
victory ultimately secured by Mugabe's ZANU 
(PF) party. 

The cynicism, born out of the lack of change since 
independence and of the diminishing prospect of 
major improvements in the foreseeable future, has 
added another dangerous element to the lengthen- 
ing list of problems clustering around the govern- 
ment 

In the Chinamora tribal trust land, only 25 miles 
from the center of the capital but light years away in 
terms of living standards, villagers showed then- 
disdain for government efforts so for by refusing to 
accept 10 kilogram bags of fertilizer distributed by 
party officials. “We told them to use it on their 
lawns in Salisbury. That’s just about all you could 
use such a small amount foT," a young man said. 

The resentment is compounded by the know- 
ledge that the guerrillas could not have survived

without the food they obtained from villagers. 
“They started with our chickens. Then it was our 
goats and then our cattle. Not all the boys were 
good. Some were just thieves picked up from the 
streets of Salisbury. But they were fighting our fight 
and we had to help them,” said one man. 

The “boys”, the 32,500 guerrillas who remain 
cooped up in the assembly areas created with the 
ceasefire eight months ago, show no signs of leav- 
ing. Two battalions of the new national army have 
been created by integrating elements of the two 
guerrilla forces, Mugabe's Zimbabwe African 
National liberation Army (ZANLA) and the Zim- 
babwe People's Revolutionary Army (ZIPRA) of 
Joshua Nkomo, now minister of home affairs. 

The remainder have settled into a routine of idle- 
ness, broken only by occasional drunken forays, 
like the recent, killings of two policemen at Mtoko, 
55 miles northeast of Salisbury. 

The impression that nobody quite knows what to 
do with the camps is reinforced by a radio program. 
Comrades In 'Arms, in which characters with such 
No ms de guerre as “Comrade Bad Company” and 
“Comrade Make WaT' send fervent greetings to 
their other comrades to the accompaniment of such 
local hits as Fire In Soweto and Who Owns The 
Land? . _. 

As far as the most fertile areas are concerned, the 
answer to the latter question looks like remaining 
the whites, for whom the policies followed by the 
Mugabe government since its inception appear to 
have ushered in a bona m 

In the Centenary area, 1 00 miles north of Salis- 


bury, where the war began in December 1972, the 
mood two weeks ago was one of jubilation. With the 
danger of ambushes removed, the fanners are mak- 
ing up for lost time with a frenzied series of parties, 
not just to celebrate the miracle of peace, but also 
the fact that locally grown tobacco fetched more 
than three times the average at the first free auc- 
tions held since sanctions were lifted, and the pros- 
pect of further wealth due to the generous pricing 
policies pursued by the Mugabe government. 

Despite grumblings from the radicals in his 
cabinet and party, Mugabe has adopted toward the 
5,000 white farmers an approach designed to 
ensure that Zimbabwe will return to self-sufficiency 
in food, and perhaps be able to export once again, 
when next year’s crops are harvested. 

The political price for this apparent success is 
high. Many white farmers argue that their ^rep- 
lace ability entitles them to a privileged existence, 
and the higher prices paid to producers will ensure 
that sadza, the maize meal which constitutes the 
staple diet, will double in price to the man in the 
street next year unless the government can subsid- 
ize retail prices. 

There has been a return to overall economic 
growth, with the gross national product expected.fr> 
rise in real terras by 6 -per ceiU'thfs yfcar, the first 
increase recorded since 1975. Consumer spending 
is rising in volume terms by more than 15 per cent 
annually, due partly to budgetary measures which 
have shifted some $30 million in spending power to 
the lower end of the social scale. 

Moreover, only the economically naive would 


believe official claims that inflation is going down. 
The burgeoning money supply and consumer boom 
belie that. As does the shrinking value of the Zim- 
babwean dollar against the South African rand. 

Foreign investors, whose participation in future 
development is vital if Zimbabwe is to stand any 
chance of mopping up its swiftly growing army of 
unemployed, remain firmly committed to waiting to 
see bow Mugabe handles his political difficulties. 

An immediate reminder of the political hazards 
facing him in the weeks ahead was provided to 
Mugabe when he stepped off his aircraft on his 
return from the United States. Waiting to greet him 
was Edgar Tekere, the minister of manpower, {to- 
ning and development, who faces trial on charges of 
murdering an elderly white farmer. 

Tekere sat next to Mugabe as the prime minister 
reaffirmed that he would see Lt-Gen. Peter Walls, 
the former supreme commander of the Rhodesian 
forces, forced out of the country. Tekere’ s presence 
was seen as evidence that Mugabe does not feel able 
to take on the left wing of his party at this stage and 
that he has chosen to exploit the Walls affair man 
effort to prove Ins own radical credentials. 

Mugabe's apparent inability to maintain some 
distance from Tekere until the law has taken its 
course over the allegations of murder has prompted 
widespread speculation over the weakness of the 
prime minister’s position. Because the ZANU (PF) 
central committee has refused to grant him permis- 
sion to visit guerrillas in assembly places, the prime 
minister is unable personally to assess the mood of 
ZANLA guerrillas. — (OFNS) 


Is Poland’s Socialist system ‘tottering’ ?

WARSAW — 

“For the first time, we have learned from our 
experiences — not from our mistakes!” This 
remark, by a striker to a Polish journalist, was the 
favorite slogan in Warsaw last week. Actually, it is 
meaningless. If anyone has learned anything, it is 
that the workers’ experience of the authorities con- 
sists mostly of mistakes. But the phrase’ s popularity 
is significant. Everyone in Poland wants to hope. 

The reality is more somber. The party, at the end 
of Stanislaw Kama’s first week as leader, is only 
be ginning to sort out its own internal confusion. 
The grounds for hope are the self-restraint and 
Tesponribility of the workers themselves, who 
retain the initiative as long as the last strikes have 
not settled. 

The sulfur mines at Tamobrzeg are still occupied 
by their workers. Outside the gates of the Machow 
pit. a member of the strike commitee said to me: 
“Our demands are pretty modest. We understand 
Poland's situation, and that the Socialist system is 
tottering. Whatever our views, we have to prop it 
up, so there's no tragedy and no tanks. If only our 
government can stabilize itself, if there are no more 
secrets, we can solve all these problems together." 

Another striker explained: “We are not anti- 
Socialist, but we want our rights. We Poles want to 
show that we can do things properly for ourselves.” 
Tamobrzeg. without the religious decor and 


ideological hubbub of Gdansk, is more typical of 
the Polish strike scene. There are no intellectual 
advisers here. The miners have 28 demands, for 
improvements like danger allowances (sulfur fumes 
ravage their health) and equal status with coal min- 
ers. With an average wage of only between $150 
antf$200 a month, they want an extra $60: “You 
have to work for a day to earn 21bs of sausage.” 

They want to join the miners’ union (they are 
classed as chemical workers). The independent 
trade unions interest them only for the future. 
“New unions? We'll wait and see: Depends what 
happens to the old union funds.” 

About Kania, the Poles are still showing the same 
wait-and-see skepticism. He made his first appear- 
ance on television talking to party meetings. He 
came over well: a heavy, sincere, rather winning 
man who talks simply and without jargon, admitting 
the collapse of the party's relationship with the 
people and warning the party that it must change its 
style and above all its policies if it is to win back its 
authority. 

Some sort of coherent party tine is beginning to 
emerge. It is a basic approach which both Kania and 
his unsuccessful rival for the leadership, Stefan Ols- 
zewski, can share,' It is two-fisted. One hand offers 
tolerance and respect to the new trade unions as 
they emerge, on the assumption that they are 
genuinely working-dass and accept the Socialist 
order. The other, the mailed fist, fiercely attacks the 


opposition groups tike K.OR (Committee for the 
Defense of the Workers) as anti-Sodatist and 
anarchic, and there is dearly going to be an effort to 
root out the dissident intellectuals from the found- 
ing committees on the new independent trade 
unions. 

This will be difficult Firstly, the embryo trade 
unions — espedally at Gdansk and Warsaw — have 
hired many of these people as advisers, and will 
probably resist any attempt to hairy thefti as a viola- 
tion of the strike settlement agreements. Secondly, 
public opinion in Poland simply does not believe 
that they are dangerous subversives. A poll pub- 
lished in the party weekly Po&yka showed that less 
than one per cent of the sample believed that 
“anti- Socialist and anarchistic groups” had been 
the cause of the strikes. Much the largest group 
thought that the strikes were "the inevitable conse- 
quence of recent policy 

So far there has been tittle relaxation pf the cen- 
sorship, while a new law of die press is .being 
■ drafted. The daily papers are still a waff of discre- ' 
don, their editorials urging the workers to stop dis- 
missing on the shop floor and get back to produc- 
tion. The weekly magazines have become bolder, 
however, and — now that Edward Gierek has fallen 
-7 they are venturing into his old protectorate of 
Silesia and revealing how angr y the coal min ers are 
about working conditions and official corruption in 
what used to be described by propaganda as a 
model province. 


And one of the minen? grievances, which they 
share with strikers throughout Poland, is the way 
die local press has lied about their views and then- 
lives. This suggests that the new party leaden, who 
are determined not to lose control of the press, will 
' find it hard to drive a wedge between “genuine 
workers' grievances'’ and intellectual agitation fora 
more democratic society. The workers want to read 
and bear and see on TV the truth about themselves. 

The pressure for a juster, deaner, more open 
Poland is powerful and spreading. But. on the sur- 
face, the movement is still indecisive. The new 
unions have not yet evolved any dear plans for a 
structure, or solved the question of their funds. In 
Warsaw every day brings packed-out emergency 
meetings of one professional group or another, but 
none, except for the scientific and cultural workers, 
has yet agreed to form a new union. 

The sociologists met in . happy turmoil in the 
academy of sciences, bnt passed no resolution. The 
writers listened to challen ging speeches, hut put off 
any real decision. The journalists had a typically 
chaotic meeting full of points of order and in-jokes 
which ended only with a proposal to call a congress 
of their dub (not their union) to study transforming 
it into an “independent self-governing union” on 
the new model. At bean, even though Brezhnev has 
now received die Polish nffiriai delegation with 
“cordial and friendly” state, everyone is reluctant 
to mount a new, direct challenge to authority in 
Poland. (OFNS) 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


Most newspapers Monday led with reports of 
fierce battles on the Iraqi-Iranian borders, espe- 
cially Dear Shatt Al-Arab in which five Iranian 
boats- were reported to have been sunk and the 
Iranian seaport at Khorramshahr destroyed. Some 
newspapers ran as their lead story King Khalecfs 
return from Geneva after a brief rest. In a lead 
Story, Ofarz reported that the coming Arab-African 
conference in Khartoum Would concentrate on the 
call for Jihad. 

Al Riyadh used on its front page a statement by 
the North Yemeni Information Minister that his 
country does not have any power that can impose its 
conditions on die state. In a front-page story, Al 
Medina hi ghlighted the royal approval of projects 
for Yanbu. Al Nadwa reported on page one that 
Israel continues to strafe the town of Tyre and other 
places in South Lebanon. Oknz reported Egypt’s 
rejection of a U.S. proposal to defer a discussion on 
Jerusalem. Al Jaarah reported in a page-one stoiy. 


Newspaper editorials discussed the resolutions of 
the Fez conference of Islamic Foreign Ministers. 
The papers urged solidarity among the leaders and 
added that a practical application of the resolutions 
of the conference would force the pro-Israeli po w- 
ers to look toward the Arab- Israeli conflict with 
open minds. 

In an editorial, Al Riyadh noted that the Fez con- 
ference’ s endorsement of the crown prince’s call for 
the holy war indicates that Arab and Islamic solidar- 


ity would be achieved soon. It said the conference’ s 
resolutions have called upon all Arab and Islamic 
states to throw their economic and diplomatic 
weight behind the battle for the restoration of 
Jerusalem and other occupied lands. The paper was 
optimistic over the coming Islamic summit confer- 
ence in Mecca, reiterating that the Islamic states are 
gaining strength to give an effective and powerful 
confrontation to the Israeli enemy. 

Aljadrah noted that the stage Following the Fez 
conference requires solidarity among the states of 
the Arab and Islamic world. It reaffirmed that Arab 
unity would be easy to realize as soon as leaders 
under stand that their power lies in their strong ties. 
The paper hoped that leaders would well realize 
that they face a common enemy who is supported by 
the major powers of the world which are hostile to 
Islam and Muslims. The paper added that the crown 
prince’s call for Jihad has provided a firm back- 
ground for an Arab and Islamic action. 

Okaz described the results of the Fez conference 
as a “ new gesture, ” since Islamic solidarity will 
open the way for the mobilization of Arab and 
Islamic energies. The Islamic world's commitment 
to the call for Jihad would provide it force to strug- 
gle against Zionism and its allies, forcing them to 
realize the need for abandoning their erroneous 
stances, it said. The paper further; said that a practi- 
cal application of the resolutions of the Fez confer- 
ence would awaken the pro- Israeli powers and 
prompt them to look toward the Arab- Israeli 00 n- ■ 


flict in its real perspective. Stressing the importance 
of Jihad, the paper said it would prove to be a 
deasive reply to all attempts now being made by the 
hostile forces to swallow the Arab and Islamic rights 
in Jerusalem and Palestine. 

Al Medina 's editorial concentrated on Arab and 
Islamic problems and reminded readers that these 
problems are plaguing the Arab and Islamic world 
and draining its energy. It referred to the plight of 
the people of Afghanistan, the threat to Pakistan 
and the Ethiopian assaults on Somalia, and reiter- 
ated that the Islamic world would have to save every 
drop of blood and every atom of its energy for the 
sake of the holy war. The paper urged Muslims to 
remain united and to desist from dissipating their 
energies in side differences which only help the 
Zionist enemy. 

In the same rone, Al Nadwa called upon ArabS 
and Muslims to adhere to their solidarity remem- 
bering that their enemies would continue to hatch 
plots against them and their crucial issues.

Scholar specializes in chicle 

his undergraduate days Dr. Tezuka studies 
fermentation chemistry at Waseda.' 
Interested in food science, he joined Lotte in 
1953, and has specialized in gum ever since. 
He now holds the post of assistant director of 
the company’s central research institute. 

Dr. Tezuka’ s thesis is titled “Chewing 
Gum Ingredients and their Quality Charteris- 
tics .” It comprises 1 1 chapters and runs to 
more t han 300 pages. Rather than consider- 
ing new aspects of gum technology or produc- 
tion, Dr. Tezuka concentrates on an analysis 
of the worldwide distribution and quality of 
currently used chewing gum ingradieuts. This 
involves a good deal of rather technical dis- 
cussion of the physical characteristics of gum 
base, and on the utility of the final product 
The topic is, as ^r. Tezuka notes, dosely 
related to his own professional work. When 
he first entered Lotte, research efforts were 
mainly directed at improvement of the com- 
pany's existing product, bubble gum. But in 
2955 Lotte entered the market for stick 
chewing gum. Competition was extremely 
fierce, and the company realized it could suc- 
ceed only with intensive basic research into 
raw materials. 

Dr. Tezuka thus began what was to become 
a 25-year study of natural chide resin, the 
basic ingradient of chewing gum. The trees 
that produce this resin are of a type called 
sapodHla, and are found only in such equator- 
ial regions as Southeast Asia and Latin 
America. 

In the course of his research. Dr. Tezuka

visited chide production areas throughout 
the world and collected samples of 50 types of 
the milky resin. Among the results presented 
in his thesis is the revelation that sapodSla is 
not the only tree variety that can be used to 
produce gum base. At least three other types 
of trees, including members of the oleander 
and raulbery families, have similar resin in 
their sap. Dr. Tezuka’s paper details the exact 
resin content of each, which ranges between 
10 and 30 per cent. 

Through these and other studies, Japan is 
now fell to stand in the fore-front of diewing 
gum ingredient quality and manufacturing 
efficiency. 

What is necessary now. Dr. Tezuka said is a 
reconsideration of the usefulness of chewing 
gum- Its ability to dean the teeth after meals 
is well known, but less understood are its 
other physiological and psychological effects. 
Chewing gum, for instance, stimulates saliva- 
tion and aids digestion. Drivers of auto- 
mobiles find that it helps them to stay awake 
at the wheel: baseball players chew to relieve 
the tension during a game. “Isn't it time." he 
asks, "to stop emphasizing only the negative 
aspects of chewing gum, such as tooth decay 
and litter?" 

Dr. Tezuka is obviously still fascinated by 
his subject- His status as" Dr. Chewing Gum” 
would seem to be unique not only in Japan 
but worldwide — no comparable doctorate 
has been reported even in the United Sates, 
the world’s largest producer of chewing gum. 

Asked about his unusual specialization. 
Dr. Tezuka muses, “Chewing gum has a 
number of interesting c±aractristics...the way 
for example a wad of chewing gum gradually 
loses its shape when you put it down some- 
where. A similar sort of malleability is found 
m the human body and muscles." Then he 
adds with a laugh. "Perfiaps someday-my 
chewing gum research will be of use in studies 
of the human body.”

JEDDAH — More and more Jeddah resi- 
dents have taken up the new sport of wind- 
surfing. At the moment, in Obbor Creek 
alone, there are already one hundred surfers. 
Elsewhere in the Red Sea colorful sails dot 
the blue waters. 

The proximity of the Red Sea to Jeddah 
has made this lovely stretch of water the favo- 
rite destination of Jeddah residents. Many 
have taken up aquatic hobbies to enjoy the 
beautiful multi-colored world under water in 
the Red Sea. Others prefer to keep their 
heads above the waters, thus motor-boats, 
various sailboats, water-skiers and swimmers 
are commonly seen at the Red Sea. 

The warm weather, rainless skies and con- 
stant wind blowing at least with 3 beaufon 
upwards draws windsurfers magnetically to 
the waters of this area. The hitherto relatively 
shark-free creek is a safe place for beginners 
to practice wind-surfing, but unfortunately 
here the wind is less stable which makes the 
first lesson tougher. 

In the open sea, life for the windsurfers is 
certainly merrier. The strong reliable winds 
and the playful waves almost succeed in ;on- 
vincing windsurfers they are literally 
wavesurfing as surfers can actually jump 
three to four meters high in the Red Sea! 

One Jeddah resident, who enjoys windsurf- 
ing out in the open sea, is experienced surfer 
Markus Hager of Austria. Well-known to 
Jeddah water-sports enthusiasts he has won 
two local races held earlier this year. Markus 
can be considered as one of the pioneers of 
this sport in Austria. Nine years ago. he took 
his first lessons in a windsurfing school in 
Vienna. According to him, one does enjoy 
this sport right from the very beginning even 
though it is not advisable for beginners ro 
venture out when a strong wind is blowing. 


Since then Markus has participated in a 
number of windsurf races. By the time he left 
Austria, in 1978, he was among the best fif- 
teen surfers in his country. Earlier this year, 
he represented Saudi Arabia in the Three 
Fives Gulf Windsurfing Championships in 
■Abu Dhabi. Seventy six other contestants 
from Bahrain. Qatar, Saudi Arabia and the 
UAE participated in the race. In this 
extremely competitive race Markus came a 
dose second to take the Silver Trophy. Mar- 
kus regretted using a borrowed surfboard, 
which proved to be quite a handicap as it was 
pretty heavy.

A keen water- sport enthusiast. Markus 
finds windsurfing io be an excellent alterna- 
tive to swimming, especially in Europe where 
cold, wet and cloudy summers can often be 
expected. He prefers a windsurfer to a sail- 
boat because the surfer can be easily trans- 
ported on the roof of a car and can be fixed 
for surfacing in less than 15 minutes. 
Although he is not a fulltime wmdsurfman. 
he nevertheless spends a lot of his free time 
windsurfing and is versatile in another aspect 
of this sport — namely tricksurfing. 

Tricks can be executed depending on the 
skill of the participant. The board can be 
steered by putting one's weight on the luv or 
lee edge of the surfboard. 

Markus loves to be out windsurfing in the 
Red Sea. independent of motor power with 
only the forces of nature and the vibrating 
sounds of splashing waters under his surf- 
board when he surfs at the comfortable speed 
of 50 km per hour ( world-record stands at 42 
km per hour). 


Theoretically windsurfing is a relativel 
safe sport. Here in Saudi Arabia one need nc 
bother about wet suits or catching a cok 
According to International Sea Laws, mote 
boat captains are supposed to give way t 
surfers, as the surfboard is considered a sail 
ing boat and more difficult to steer than 
motorboat. However, not everyone is awar 
of this rule and the surfer has to watch outfe 
himself when there are motor boats around

When the rigg & o< 
properly fastened a strong wind can easil 
cause both the surfer and the rigg to b 
catapul ted off the surf board.

Even if there are no shark 
to end the adventurous day. the off-balance' 
surfer still has to swim after his board, and o 
a windy day out in the open sea he woul 
properly have a long hard swim ahead of hin

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Ganges swollen 

Rains threaten Benares 


NEW DELHI, Sept. 22 (AFP) — India's 
Ganges River, now rising at an alarming 10 
centimeters an hour, is threatening the town 
of Benares in Uttar Pradesh for thethird time 
since July as floods from late monsoon rains 

devastate the Indian countryside. 

The late monsoon rains, which in India last 
from June to September, have already 
brought disaster to three of the country’s big- 
gest states, Uttar Pradesh, Orissa and 
Andhra Pradesh. 

In Uttar Pradesh, packed with over 300 
people per square km, official fugure put the 
death toll over the monsoon season at 1 ,512 
dead with 1.4 million houses washed away. 
Over the past 24 hours, 65,000 flimsy dwel- 
lings in the state, which lies just southeast of 
the capital, have been swept away by raging 
floodwaters. 

Vast waves of homeless have fled the 
worst-hit areas, six million according to latest 
government estimates. But in Orissa, coastal 
state south of Bengal, the situation is even 
more dramatic. 

There the position was describing as “ criti- 
cal’ early Monday, after the Mahanadi River 
broke its bank in several places Sunday night, 
storming through specially built dikes. 

The entire 2,000-square-km Mahanadi 
: Delta, where the state's main towns lie, is 


now threatened. Hundreds of thousands o? 
refugees from areas already awash were 
Monday massed in Cuttack and Bhubanes- 
war, the state's old and new capitals. 

The state government is dropping food and 

emergency medical supplies by air, using 
three helicopters and three Dakota transport 
planes. Chief State Minister J.b. Patnaik said 
Monday that the su plies were currently being 
dropped at a rate of 2,500 kilos an hour, 
expected to double by the end of the week. 

After speaking to Patnaik by phone Sun- 
day, Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
announced that over $ 60,000 emergency 
flood aid had been made immediately avail- 
able to Orissa from the national relief fund. 

Dangerously high waters in Hirakud Dam 
on the Mahanadi — the longest dam in the 
world — had dropped slightly after 
emergency load-shedding, it was reported 
Monday, while power supplies, cut off 
throughout the state on Saturday after dam- 
age to high tension cables, was restored late 
Sunday night. 

Official figures put the death toll in Orissa 
at over 250, but special correspondents from 
the national press have estimated those 
drowned or missing at between 1,000 and 
2 , 000 . 

In Andhra Pradesh, a central state" which 



Prime Minister Gandhi 
borders on a southern corner of Orissa, 40 
people were officially listed as drowned Sun- 
day night, with a further 50 missing. Reports 
from 158 towns and villages throughout the 
state, one of India's largest, said 150,000 
were homeless, with 22 villages completely 
submerged by floodwaters. 

Flood experts fear monsoon flood damage 
will become progressively worse in India each 
year, despite government efforts since 1954 
under the national flood control plan. 

The plan, supervising the building of dikes 
and diversion canals, has managed to protect 
some 9 .5 million hectares of arable land, but 
14 million hectares still remain at the mercy 
of regular floods. 


Nicaragua asks extradition of Somoza kin 


MIAMI, Florida Sept. 22 ( AP) — One day 
after die burial of their former president, 
Anastosio Somoza, two Nicaraguan justice 
ministry officials arrived in Miami to seek the 
extradition of Somoza’ s relatives and suppor- 
ters and the return of his wealth. 

The family “assassinated, committed 
genocide, stole, and committed fraud” during 
more than 40 years of rule, charged the 
Nicaraguan vice minister of justice, Carlos 
Arguello. 

The Nicaraguans, who hired lawyers in 
Washington, D.C and Miami to handle 
extradition proceedings, “expect a positive 
result from the'U.S. government” Arguello 
said. Somoza, assassinated Wednesday in 
Paraguay, was buried here Saturday after a 
funeral that drew hundreds of Nicaraguans 


who fled after the leftist Sandinistas over- 
threw Somoza’s regime last year. 

Arguello and Tito Castillo, Nicaragua's 
minis ter of justice, said at a news conference 
Sunday that their government wants to pro- 
secute all Somoza' s relatives in the United 
States and some 35 former government 
workers who allegedly committed “major 
criminal acts.” 

Nicaragua also wants Somoza’s U.S. prop- 
erty — worth “easily in the hundreds of mil- 
lions' ' — returned to “our people, who are 
the lawful owners,” Arguello said. 

Although only Somoza’s oldest son, Anas- 
tasio Somoza Jr., was mentioned in a written 
announcement of the extradition, Arguello 
said, “every person in the Somoza family 


committed different kinds of crimes in the 
Nicaraguan government.” 

Luiu Somoza, a cousin of Somoza Jr. acting 
as family spokesman, said “these people (the 

Sandinistas) have... tried to have the family 
extradited before, and it hasn’t worked,” he 
told the Miami Herald newspaper. Nor would 
the family wealth be touched, he said, 
because it has been placed in trust funds out- 
side the United States. 

Arguello said his government has “all 
types of evidence” that would be presented to 
U.S. officials. 

Ira Kurzban, a Miami lawyer retained by 
tire Nicaraguans, said he would review papers 
submitted by the Sandinistas, then make “a 
formal presentation of the documents to the 
Sfpte Department" 


Fast money smooths tempers in wake of NATO blitz 


SCHWEINFURT, West Germany, Sept. 
22 (AFP) — A Bavarian fanner sitting on a 
fence waved his hand at a column of heavy 
tanks as they churned over his fields well 
aware that although they would cause 
thousands of dollars worth of damage during 
their two-day maneuvers, the cost would be 
paid by the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion (NATO). 

The tanks were taking part in the current 
“Saint George” exercise, one of a dozen 
being held this month in Western Europe by 
NATO, which has already budgeted $28 mil- 


lion for the damage they will cause. Last year 
the bill was $16 milli on mainly roads and 
highways damaged by tank tracks. 

It is not a minor problem, considering for 
instance that this year the exercise code- 
named “Speaipoint” (Sept 15-26) involves 
63,000 troops, “Concordant ; Journey” (Sept. 
1-26) 45,000 and “Saint George" 50.000. 

Each NATO headquarters where man- 
euvers are held possesses a special damages- 
t eam with full powers to estimate payments 
to 'be made. They can pay cash immediately 


for claims smaller than $115, but local 
authorities are brought in for amounts up to 
$2,800 and state land authorities for any sum 
above this figure. 

The West German army manual of “10

Kudirka's first prison cell in Vilnius was a 
dank, smoke-filled chamber, where KGB 
officials interrogated him for hours. 

"The Americans don’t want you," he 
quoted one official as saying. "You have no 
secrets. You have no money. You are not an 
inventor. You are as valuable to the Ameri- 
cans as last year's snow. You would dean 
toilets there." 

“HI clean toilets in America," Kudirka 
said he responded. “I saw the facilities on the 
Vigilant and they didn’t smell as bad as the 
office of the KGB.”* 

Kudirka's journey through SQviet prison 
camps from 1970 to 1974 brought him in 
contact with other political prisoners, some 
not so political as he. 

While he was imprisoned in Vilnius, for 
example, the capital of Lithuania, Kudirka 
shared a cell with Zubavidus, a fellow 
Lithuanian who had been jailed for petty 
offenses virtually his entire life, then finally 
imprisoned for a crime Zubavicious said he 
did not commit. Kudirka said he convinced 
bis cellmate that he. too, was a political pris- 
oner. 

Zubavidus drew an unflattering cartoon of 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev. He tattoed 
the words “ Death to the Judge" on his own 
cheeks, and wrote "I am a slave of the Soviet 
Union" on his forehead, Kudirka said. 

A Soviet prison doctor cut the tattoes from 
his flesh without using anesthesia, and Zub- 
avidus was put on trial for his insolence. 
When during that trial Zubavidus railed 
against the Soviet justice system, a Soviet 
psychiatrist stood up on the spot and 
dedared: “This man is insane."

The journal was rejected by censors, lead- 
ing several contributors to quit the offidal 
writers union. Voznesensky did not leave the 
union, but be refused to renounce the jour- 
nal. For several months he was cut off from 
public appearances and his royalties stopped. 

But about a year ago his poems again 
began appearing in print, and recently the 
state television carried an hour-long program 
about the poet and his work.

Algeria to cut oil output 
by 100,000 barrels a day 


ALGIERS, Sept. 22 (Agencies) — Algeria 
is to reduce -iis crude oil production by 
100,000 barrels a day from Oct. 1, it was 
announced here Sunday. 

Algeria took its derision, “like other mem- 
bers of the Organization erf Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC)” to help 
“absorb a surplus currently evident" ' on the 

ofl market, the announcement added. 

The move could “improve conditions’' for 
the preparation of the OPEC summit due to 
be held in Baghdad on Nov. 4 when a com- 
mon OPEC strategy is to be worked out, the 
statement said. 

The announced reduction in Algerian oil 
production follows an OPEC ministerial 
meeting in Vienna which ended last Wednes- 
day without any definite decision on strategy. 

Algeria, whose policies envisage prpgres- 
ave hydrocarbon production, lowered oil 
output by about 8 per cent in 1979. Total

Iranian Oil Minister Aii AJcbar Moinfar 
said in Tehran Saturday that OPEC members 
reached a gentlemen's agreement at their . 
meeting in Vienna last week toVeduceiwtput 
by 10 per cent,from the beginning of next 
month. ' 

OPEC, members produce 27 mill inn bar- 
rels a-day at present and such, a cut would 
roughly balance supply and demand. A 
co mm u ni que issued after the Vienna meeting 
did not mention production cuts. 

Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmad 
ZaJti Ya m a ni has said in the Austrian capital 
that his country’s production would stay 
unchanged at 9-5 million barrels a day until 
the end of rfris year. 

Meanwhile, Iratfs CHI Minister, Tayeb 
Abdul Karim, predicted that OPEC would 
agree on long-term strategy at its next meet- 
ing. 

In an interview with Newsweek magazine 
Karim said a failure among the member 
countries to reach agreement on prices at last 
week' s meeting in Vienna had blocked action 
on a long-term plan for quarterly price 
increases and other measures. 

“-.We didn’t solve the question of price, 
first. If we had discussed price and agreed on 
it, I am sure we would have come to a long- 
term strategy," Karim said. “I am optimistic 
that when we meet next month, we will reach' 
a consensus.”

Iran to purchase

WELLINGTON, SepL 22 (R) — Iran will 
buy 70,000 tons of New Zealand lamb in the 
export season beginning on Ocl 1 officials 
said Monday.

New banks growing like 
‘ mushrooms ’ in Beirut 


BEIRUT, SepL 22 (AFP) — New 
banks are flourishing amongst ballets in 
this war-ridden capital, opening at the 
average rate of one every two months in 
the past three years. 

Foreign cadi is pouring into this Middle 
East financial center. One expert. note± 
“ Banks are growing like .mushrooms.” 
fr *' Anofter’Temarked: ** Every time the 

infla tion rate climbs up a few notches — it 

-=hias) risen* £50 per cent in the past three 
years — than a new bank opens” 

Six new banks have opened in the past 
few months, bringing the total number of 
Lebanese and foreign banks operating 
here to 86, since they were officially 
reopened in 1977. 

In this three-year period, 18 new banks 
have opened their doors — or an average 
of one every two months. 

The new bankers claim that the number 
of accounts here more than doubled bet- 
ween 1976-79, when the country was still 

stunned from . the civil .war. 

Total cash deposits are estimated at 
18,000 million Lebanese pounds (about 
$5,000 million) in Lebanese banks alone. 

Main sources of the inflow of foreign 
cash stem from petro- dollar profits, trans- 


fers made by rich Lebanese living abroad 
and undoubtedly the subs tantial revenues 
made from the new flourishing industry of 
contraband goods. 

There are some added attractions for 
the new bankers. Increasing profits from 
foreign exchange transactions — there is 
■ no official exchange rate here at present 
— and the soaring profits from property 
deals. - 

But the wave of new banks st3I surprises 
visiting foreign economic experts in veiw 
of Lebanon’s unstable political situation 
and the difficulties facing businessmen in 
the productive sector of the national 
-economy. This gives banks here fewer 
chances for investment than they would 
have in more normal conditions. 

Only a few years ago it seemed to finan- 
ciers here that the real danger to Lebanese 
banks came from the fierce competition of 
foreign banks opening branches here, but 
recently it looks as though the danger is 

from the new m ushr oo ming local h anks 
Very few of the new h anks are foreign. 

A new bank by law must have a 
minimum capital of 30 milli on Lebanese 
pounds ($9 million), but this guarantee is 
hardly likely to halt the “mushroom 
bank" phenomenon here.

LONDON, Sept. 22 (R) — The strong 
right arm and tremendous poise of young 
Czechoslovak Ivan Lendl and the experience 
of perennial Italian star Adriano Panatta car- 
ried their countries into the Davis Cup inter- 
national team tennis final this weekend.

Lendl , just 20, capped his remarkable per- 
formance Sunday by downing Clerc 6-1, 7-5, 
6-8, 6-2^ Satrurday he beat Vilas 7-5, 8-6, 
9-7 in a match which began on Friday and was 
suspended by darkness, then he and Smid 
crushed Vilas and Clerc 6-2, 6-4, 6-3. 

It was a bitter defeat for Argentina, whose 
players seemed unnerved by the pressure of 
playing at home despite their upset victory 
earlier this year over the United States, who 
won the Clip in 1978 and 1979.

It is not difficult to make six 
hearts after West leads the six 
of spades. You win the spade 
with the ace, play the K-Q of 
trumps and cash three 
diamonds, discarding your 
spade loser (^dummy’s third 
diamond. 

Yon next trump the jack of 
spades and the end result of all 
these plays is that you are 
certain to make the slam. You 
lead a low club towards 
dummy and, if West follows 
low, play the eight. In the 
actual case, East wins the 


eight with the jack but finds 
hims elf stymied. He is forced 
to return a dub into dummy's 
A-Q or yield a ruff and discard 
by returning a spade. 

Iii effect, you establish an 
endplay position by dearing 
both your own hand and 
dummy's of all your spades 
and diamonds. You cannot be 
defeated regardless of tbe 
location of the king, jack or 
ten of dubs. The element of 
luck is completely eliminated 
by this careful approach to the 
play. 

Now let’s imagine that 
West’s opening lead had been 
the ten of dubs instead. This 
would have eliminated your 
chance to endplay East in the 
manner shown, but it would 
not stop you from making the 
dam. All you'd have to do 
under these conditions is win 
the dub with the ace, cash the 
K-Q of trumps and A-K-Q of 
diamonds, discarding the five 
of clubs from your hand, and 
then play dummy’s four of 
dubs to your only remaining 
dub, the nine. 

This would force East to win 
the dub with the jack and you 
would still have the Q-8 of 
clubs in dummy to lead 
through East’s K-6 later on. 
You could then establish a 
dub trick in dummy on which 
you would sooner or later 
discard your spade loser to 
make the slam .

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Soviet soldier quits 
American embassy

WASHINGTON. Sept. 22 (AP) — A 
Soviet soldier who had taken refuge in the 
U.S. Embassy in .Afghanistan left the 
embassy Sunday after being given assurances 
by Soviet officials that there would be no 
reprisals against him, the U.S. State Depart- 
ment said. 

A department statement issued here said 
that Private Alexander Kruglov left the 
embassy in Kabul after six days following a 
meeting with both American and Soviet offi- 
cials during which he was under no “ duress." 
The department also released a statement 
from Kruglov which said: “I assure you that I 
have voluntarily left the U.S.A. Embassy. 1 
emered the embassy voluntarily. I assure you 
that my decision about voluntary departure 
from die U.S.A. Embassy was not made 
under any kind of pressure." 

Majlis decision 
tied to demands, 
Rafsanjani says 

TEHRAN, Sept. 22 ( AP) — The speaker 
of Iran's parliament declared Monday that- 
the legislature will make a decision on the 
fate of the 52 U.S. hostages “only when 
demands are met by the U.S.. especially our 
demand for the return of the Shah's wealth, 
which was put forward by Imam Khomeini, 
and the Majlis will insist on that." 

The Majlis speaker, Hashemi Rafsanjani, 
added that "the Iraqi attack against Iran is a 
pan of U.S. plot" and that “the Iranian- Iraqi 
war will not be without effect on the fate of 
the hostages," who spent their 322nd day in 
captivity Monday. 

Rafsanjani said he delivered 27 letters 
from the hostages' families, which he ordered 
to be handed to the captives, but he said 30 
parliamentary deputies who visited the U.S. 
Embassy in Tehran for three hours Monday 
did not meet the Americans. 

“We did not see the hostages and do not 
know how their health condition is" said one 
of the deputies to a group of reporters 
gathered outside the U.S. mission. Tehran 
Radio said the deputies inspected "espionage 
equipment." 

Rafsanjani said before the deputies 
entered the embassy that they might talk to 
the hostages if they felt it was necessary “for 
getting more information" 


Kruglov was assured by the Soviet’s 
ambassador to Afghanistan that he could 
“leave the Soviet army immediately" and 
return to his technical education with no 
charges or penalties against him for having 
come to the American embassy, the depart- 
ment statement said. 

It said he left with the Soviet ambassador 
after the meeting. 

The United States had refused last Tues- 
day to meet a Soviet demand that Kruglov be 
returned. The Soviets have poured some 
85,000 soldiers into Afghanistan since 
December to help the pro- Moscow regime in 
Kabul in its so far unsuccessful battle to help 
crush anti-CommimisrMuslim insurgents. 

The State Depan meat statement Sunday 
said that Kruglov had entered the embassy 
last Monday and requested temporary 
refuge. Diplomatic sources in Pakistan said 
last week that Kruglov had apparently gotten 
into some king of difficulty in his Soviet army 
unit, apparently a construction brigade, and 
come to the embassy inj a confused state. 

Anita Stockman, a spokesman for the State 
Department, said the department had 
received no other information on Kruglov 
other than what was contained in the state- 
ment. It told only of his arrival, the meeting 
with Soviet officials, and his decision to leave. 
There was no explanation of what “technical 
education" Kruglov had been receiving 
before entering the Soviet army. 

Soviet offiaals requested the meeting with 
Kruglov and it took place Sunday after 
American embassy officials explained to the 
Soviet soldier that he need not meet with the 
Russian officials, the State Department said. 
The department' s statement said the embassy 
staff explained to Kruglov that he could stay 
in the embassy as long as he wished, could 
leave or could tell the Soviets be wanted time 
to think it over. 

It said " the meeting was conducted accord- 
ing to our own carefully controlled conditions 
to assure that Kruglov would have an oppor- 
tunity to make his decision freely without any 
duress. The Soviets agreed to our ground 
rules in advance." 

During Kruglov’s stay in the embassy, the 
department said, a Russian-speaking Ameri- 
can was brought in from the U.S. Embassy in 
Moscow to advise him and “efforts were also 
made to enlist the good offices of the U.N. 
commissioner on refugees" on the Soviet sol- 
dier's behalf.

Poles talk regional unions 


WARSAW, Sept. 22 (R) — Leaders of 
Poland 1 s new independent trade unions met 
in Gdansk Monday to discuss organizational 
prohl^^japd the division of their national 
movemj»pt,on a regional basis. 

A spokesman for the movement at its 
headquarters in the Baltic port said represen- 
tatives of 36 independent trade union groups 
attended the meeting, the second since the 
Communist government signed agreements 
on free trade unions three weeks ago. 

The independent unionists set up a 
national movement at their first meeting in 
Gdansk last Wednesday and their leaders 


plan to register it in a Warsaw court late this 
week. The meeting fixed final details of the 
movement's statutes as well as its division 
into regions. 

The movement, led by 37-year-old electr- 
cian Lech Walesa who spearheaded the 
strikes in northern Poland last month, has 
agreed to adopt the statute of the indepen- 
dent Gdansk trade union. 

More than three million of Poland's 13 
million union workers have so far opted to 
join the national independent movement, but 
its establishment has been marked by uncer- 
tain tv and confusion. 


N-warhead 
moved from 
ruined site 

DAMASCUS, Arkansas. ScpL 22 (AP? — 
A convoy of eight military vehicles led by a 
security van left a Titan II missile site Mon- 
day, apparently transporting a nudear war- 
head inside a canister labelled “do not drop.” 
The airforce continued to maintain tight sec- 
urity over the operation, refusing to confirm 
the widely held belief that a warhead was 
blown hundreds of meters into the air from 
the silo in a fuel explosion Iasi Friday. 

But an air force colonel directing the con- 
voy smiled and gave a thumbs-up sign to a 
reporter who asked, “Is that what you 
wouldn't confirm or deny?" 

There was a flurry ot activity at the site 
shortly before the convoy left at 7:30 a.m. 
Arkansas state police cars and patrol cars 
from the Van Buren County sheriff’s office 
gathered outside the gate and an air force 
helicopter arrived a short time later. 

As television crews and reporters across 
U.S. Highway 65 from the gate prepared for 
the exit by the convoy, the helicopter took off 
andheaded in the direction of little Rock Air 
Force Base. 

Meanwhile, Secretary of Defease Harold 
Brown said Sunday that he had ordered an air 
force investigation of the nation's 18 Titan II 
missile installations with an eye toward safety 
improvements. 

Harold Brown on Sunday refused to dis- 
cuss the status of the nudear warhead. Ques- 
tioned on the CBS- TV program Face the 
nation, he said, “there was destruction of a 
nudear warhead." 

“There was never a time when a warhead 
was outside the security control of the air 
force,” he said, adding that the nation's nuc- 
lear warheads cannot be detonated by acci- 
dent “no matter what happens." 

The blast Friday killed one airman and 
injured several others. Military sources said 
one of a work party dropped a spanner into 
the missile. The total fell some distance 
before being stopped by a fuel tank, which it 
punctured. What happened then is still 
undear. There was a delay between the time 
the fuel escaped and a fire was reported, and 
a further delay before the explosion. An 
investigation is continuing, sources said. 


Audience said small for TV debate 


Reagan, Anderson attack Carter’s absence, each other 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 22 (R) — Republi- 
can Ronald Reagan and independent John 
Anderson opened the first presidential 
debate of the 1980 U.S. campaign Sunday 
night by attacking the man who was not there. 
President Jimmy Carter. 

But the president's absence robbed the 
debate of drama and according to television 
executives, only about 50 million people 
bothered to watch. Millions of others prefer- 
red a film on ABC Television, the one major 
network not canying the debate. 

Carter, who refused to share a platform 
with Anderson, claiming the Illinois republi- 
can has no chance of being elected, watched 
the encounter at home in the White House, 
70 kilometers from the Baltimore Conven- 
tion Center where the debate took place. 

Reagan, a former actor, appeared cool and 
collected throughout the debate, and reeled 
off concise and simple explanations of his 
position. Anderson at times appeared nerv- 
ous and ill at ease. 

Both men started off the hour-long ques- 
tion and answer session with references to 
Carter's failure to attend, but then they for- 
got the president altogether and started in on 


each other. Reagan blamed 1 Anderson for not 
speaking out against government spending in 
the 20 years Anderson has spent in Congress. 

Anderson charged bis opponent with giving 
false facts about his record as governor of 
California. 


Anderson, who frequently appeared nerv- 
ous and in hoarse voice, attacked the 69- 
year-old Republican presidential candidate 
on his plans to cut taxes by 30 per cent over 
the next three years. He said this was a pre- 
scription for further inflation and would 
wreck the U.S. economy. 


The biggest dash of the evening between 
the two came in response to questions about 
abortion and the relationship of church and 
state. 

At the end of the debate Anderson said 
that he and Reagan disagreed on every issue 
except one — the need to maintain a strong

volunteer army. 

After the debate Anderson' s vice presiden- 
tial miming mate, Patrick Lucy declared that 
the real loser was Carte/, Lucy said he 
believed the president had lost in his effort 
destroy Anderson* s credibility as a candidate 
by refusing to debate him. 

Spokesmen for the Reagan side declared 
their man the winner, saying he came across 
looking knowiedgable, completely in com- 
mand and "presidential” . Forthe past several 
weeks Anderson’s public opinion poll stand- 
ing has remained steady at 14 per cent while 
Carter has drawn dead even with Reagan. 
Carter strategists and Reagan supporters 
m aintain that Anderson will take many more 
votes from the president than from Reagan. 

But Anderson needed a strong showing in 
Sunday night’s debate with Reagan to keep 
his hopes alive. 

The 1976 debates between Carter and 
ex-Presiderit Gerald Ford attracted an esti- 
mated viewing audience of 100 million. Polit- 
ical observers were at pains to call a winner in 
those encounters. Many finally called them a 
draw, while others with a hint of disappoint- 
ment — said they bad served no purpose. 


U.S. voters see candidates as transformed by TV magicians 


WASHINGTON, Sept, 22 (LAT) — On 
(derision sets across America this fall, prog- 
rams will be interrupted occasionally for a 
soft, mauve picture of dusk at the White 
House — that magical hour when it is dark 
enough to show that the president is working 
late, but not too dark to film a campaign 
commercial. 

At that moment, in one of the most drama- 
tic advertisements for President Jimmy Car- 
ter's re-election effort. Carter will be shown 
climbing the stairs to the residence in the East 
Wing, a spring in his step even at the end of a 

long, presidential day. 

After he goes inside and as h solitary light 
flicks on upstairs, a deep, sonorous voice 
reminds voters: "The responsibility never 
ends, even at the end of a long working day, 
there is usually another cable addressed to 
the chief of state from the other side of the 
world where the sun is shining and something 
is happening." 

The advertisements do not mention 
Republican Ronald Reagan by name but 
their message is dearly pointed at the former 
governor erf California. They are saying that 
the presidency is hard, complex, work — too 
much both physicallly and mentally for 
Reagan. 


As the general campaign season slowly 
begins this month. Carter and Reagan and 
experts have begun to unveil their latest 
3 (>- second wonders — artfully crafted adver- 
tising designed to remind that this autumn the 
big national contest is not on a football field. 
It is a battle for the presidency, and it is a 
contest that, for all practical purposes, will be 
fought on national television. 

Each side has budgeted about half of its 
federal allotment of campaign funds — or 
about $1 5 million — for all types of advertis- 
ing. While $1 5 million is more than presiden- 
tial candidates have individually spent on 
advertising in the past, it is a drop in the 
bucket by corporate advertising standards. 
According to the latest issue of Advertising 
Age, television viewers will see about four 
times as much advertising in the next two 
months by General Foods and General 
Motors as they will by Carter and Reagan. 

Independent presidential candidate John 
Anderson's advertising budget is. still more 
hope than reality. Anderson's staff has been 
trying to raise as much as $10 million in bank 
loans based on a recent federal election 
commission ruling that he will get federal 
election funds if he pulls enough vo tes Nov. 4 . 

The real contest for political air space is 


between Reagan and Carter. Reagan' s adver- 
tisements are created by Peter Dailey, of 
Dailey and Associates from Los Angeles. 
Carter* s are being done by Gerald Rafshoon, 
whose advertising agency began working for 
Carter during his first unsuccessful campaign 
for governor of Georgia in 1966. 

Dailey, who ran Richard Nixon' sS6 million 
advertising campaign in 1972 and who 
worked for former President Gerald Ford 
during the 1976 primaries, primarily uses 
what is called the"talking head's approach to 
Reagans advertising. Dailey's productions 
start with a few moments of film footage 

showing Reagan's better moments on the 
stump — such as his speech at the convention 
in Detroit or his labor day address in an open 
collar before the. Statue of Liberty. Then, 
they usually dose with the candidate sitting in 
a wood-panelled studio designed to look like 
a study where he talks directly into the cam- 
era. 

One Reagan spot that is expected to be 
used more than any of the others in these 
early months is called "peace," and it works 
to dispel the notion promoted by Carter 
advisers that Reagan is “ trigger- happy," as 
one of Carter's political aides occasionally 
puls it. 


“Of all the objectives we seek, first and 
foremost is the establishment of lasting world 
peace," Reagan says in the film dip from the 
.platform of the Republican convention in 
Detroit. 

Then, as the spot switches to the study set. 
where Reagan is in a wing-back leather chair 
and is dressed in a conservative presidential 
blue suit, he says quiedy and somberiy: 

“ Nancy and I have travelled this great land 
of ours many times over the months and 
yean, and we’ve found that Americans 
everywhere yearn for peace, just as we do," 
he says. “Our four children are grown 
now-.we have one grandson, hopefully we'll 
be blessed with more. It is impossible to cap- 
ture in words the feelings we have about 
peace in the world and how desperately we 
want it for our children and our children’s 
children.” 

While Reagan goes on to talk about milit- 
ary might and how “tyrants are tempted only 
when the forces of freedom are weak," the 
impression meant to be left is that Reagan 
doesn't want his grandchildren or anybody 
else's in a nudear war. 

The most unusual of Cartel's ads. which 
occasionally have the tone of a dvics lesson 


and the style of old movie newsreels, lays out 
the jobs of a president as “commander in 
chief, educator, planner of die future and 
chief of state." 

While Carter aides deny that the ads are 
negative, the commercials touch on what the 
president's advisers consider Reagan's soft 
points. In one ad emphasizing Carter’s job as 
commander in chief — a spot that indudes so 
much footage of rockets and aircraft camera 
it has been mistaken for a military recruit- 
ment ad —7 San Frandsco Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein is one of several people giving her 
endorsement of the president. She emphas- 
izes Carter's "mature and sound judgment,” 
and says finally: “Thafs the kind of president 
whose hand I want on the red telephone." 

While students erf political advertising in 
Washington suggest that Carter’s promotions 
may be too subtle for most viewers, many of 
whom will miss the indirect jabs at Reagan, 
one top White House aide said that the view- 
ers'. reaction will be subliminal. 

“What the president’s ads do is set the 
stage,” the aide said. “They explain what tite 
president's job is aD about. After we've done 
that, he'll explain why he’s the best man to do
